Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower smashed all voting records 
today as he won the presidency in a sprawling landslide that 
left control of Congress teetering in the balance between 
Republicans and Democrats. 
Americans who liked Ike gave the 62-year-old war hero 
the greatest vote ever poured out for a presidential candidate 
as he foreclosed a 20-year Democratic mortgage on the White 
House and sent Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois down to crush­ 
ing defeat. 
With about 29,000 precincts yet to be tabulated, Eisenhower al­ 
ready had rolled up 27,976,106 votes—well over the previous record

HONG KONG UP) — Chiang Kai- 
shek has made a strong bid for 
the organized economic and moral 
support of 12*4 million Chinese 
living in foreign lands. 
Until last month it was felt that 
this powerful segment of expatri­ 
ates, influential beyond their num­ 
bers in The Philippines, Indochina, 
indonesia, Malaya, Burma, Thai­ 
land and elsewhere had merely 
turned their backs on communism. 
They had not swung to the Nation­ 
alist cause. 
Calls For Blockade 


Now 
it looks as though they 
might be veering Chiang’s way. 
During most of October some 
257 delegates representing Chinese 
around the globe met in Taipeh, 
Formosa, for what was called the 
Chinese Overseas Affairs Confer­ 
ence. 
Chiang c a l l e d for economic 
blockade of the Reds and a sweep­ 
ing boycott of Chinese who deal 
with them. Although the delegates 
endorsed resolutions to this effect 
by 
acclamation, 
observers 
here 
doubt if Chiang will be able to 
m uster full support. 
The overseas Chinese is a hard­ 
headed 
businessman 
who meets 
payrolls and sells merchandise. He 
taps 
rubber 
and 
runs 
shipping 
lines and keeps banks functioning. 
Russia Gets Rubber 
A London report said Russia got 
64,853 tons of rubber during the 


❖ first six months of this year from 
countries in the Western camp. A 
lot of it was tapped and shipped 
by overseas Chinese — some of 
whom may have been delegates at 
the Formosa meeting. 
In this sense, the overseas Chi­ 
nese is not an all-out antagonist 
of communism or a pro - Chiang 
fighter. 
But if the bulk of the Chinese 
living abroad are permanently won 
over the Chiang, the Communists 
will feel it economically as well as 
politically. 
This group has sent tremendous 
money 
contributions 
home 
to 
China, mostly as remittances to 
their families. If they think Chiang 
has a chance of liberating the old 
folks they will send the money to 
him. 
Delegates at the Taipeh confer­ 
ence set their sights on IOO million 
dollars to be raised through issu­ 
ance of interest free Nationalist 
bonds.

Such a policy obviousiy^could be 
designed for only one purpose—to insulate 
government from chiticism of ita mistakes. 
Fortunately, the sharp outcries

press and others have usually been suffi­ 
ciently disturbing to cause the shelving of 
these extreme notions. But it is still not an 
easy task to find out nowadays what your 
government from criticism of its mistakes. 
And now. in an article in

fection of government silence is making in- j 
roads even in local 
government.

residents of cities are finding it difficult 
to get into meetings of town boards, school 
boards, planning

Silence in government operations is a 
device at political security.

And a new administration ought 
to set about quickly to reverse this alarm­ 
ing trend.

Garfield, Republican, defeated Gen. Win­ 
field Hancock. 
Democrat. 
Garfield 
got 
smeared for supposedly receiving a $329 
dividend from the ill-fated credit mobilizer 
was accused of stealing bedding from a 
Southern widow’ and of refusing to pay a 
tailor’s bill in Troy, N. Y. 
The Democrats even forged 
Garfield’s 
name on a letter proposing the 
immigra­ 
tion of Chinese to California, while Han­ 
cock, in turn, was described by the Chi­ 
cago Tribune as doing nothing “but eat, 
drink and enjoy himself sensually.” 
Garfield and the Republicans won by a 
small margin. 
“CONTINENTAL LIAR” 
Hottest campaign of all 
followed 
four 
years later, by which time the Republicans 
had been in office 24 years, and the Demo­ 
crats put up Cleveland in an all-out effor to 
recapture power. 
The 
GOP 
candidate, 
James G. Blaine, was immediately attack­ 
ed as tainted by corruption and 
having 
“wallowed in spoils like a rhinoceros in an 
African pool.” 
Specifically the Democrats charged that 
he had accepted bribes 
from 
the Little 
Rock and Ft. Smith Railroad in Arkansas, 
and they also unearthed a letter to a busi­ 
ness 
associate, 
Warren 
Fisher, 
which 
closed with “kind regards to Mrs. Fisher. 
Burn this letter.” 
From this came the 
Democratic 
cam­ 
paign chant: 
“Burn this letter! Burn this letter! 
Kind regards to Mrs. Fisher.” 
Also: “Blaine! Blaine! James G. Blaine! 
The con-ti-nen-tal liar from the State of 
Maine.” 
The Republicans 
countered 
with 
the 
charge that Cleveland had carried on il­ 
licit relations w’ith a 36-year-old 
widow, 
Maria Halpin. who bore him an 
illegiti­ 
mate child. Cleveland admitted this, coun­ 
tered by stating that he had paid for the 
child’s support. Whereupon the 
Republi­ 
cans chanted: 
“Ma! Ma! where's my Pa? 
Gone to the White House. Ha!' Ha! Ha!” 
At the height of this mud-slinging which 
far surpassed any 
modern 
campaign, 
a 
group of clergymen called on Blaine and 
accused the Democrats of “Rum, Roman­ 
ism and Rebellion.” Blaine wras immedi­ 
ately charged 
with 
being 
anti-Catholic, 
this tipped the scale and cost him the elec­ 
tion. 
ANDREW' JOHNSON HECKLED 
Nearest approach to the attitude of some 
people toward 
President Truman 
today 
was during the midterm of Andrew John­ 
son, who took office after Lincoln’s assas­ 
sination. There again, however, the Amer­ 
ican public w’as far more vindictive, more 
intolerant and more bitter than it is to­ 
day. 
Touring the country during the congres­ 
sional elections in 1866, Johnson was call­ 
ed a “traitor,” “renegade,” 
“great 
apos­ 
tate.” Unlike 
the children 
which 
have 
heckled Truman, his crowds meant busi­ 
ness, and in" Indianapolis, 
Johnson 
was 
driven from the platform by 
an 
angry 
mob yelling “we want nothing to do with 
traitors!”, and which tore down his ban­ 
ners and killed several people. 
Hatred of Johnson was at white heat be­ 
cause he. a

that Southern Civil War leaders be

Bronchiectasis is a 
condition 
of 
the 
lungs in which the small pockets in these 
organs, which are usually filled with air 
when a person breathes, are broken down 
into larger pockets which are partly filled 
A ith mucous fluid or other semi-solid ma­ 
terial. 
When large areas of the lungs are in­ 
volved and are examined by X-ray by a 
method which shows 
up 
these 
pockets, 
they will look much like a bunch of grapes. 
Almost any condition, such as repeated 
attackh of bronchitis, chronic sinus infec­ 
tion, or anything else which 
leads 
to 
a 
long-lasting cough, may eventually bring 
on bronchiectasis. Once this condition has 
arisen, the cough generally 
persists 
and 
el ten brings up heavy mucous sputum that 
frequently has a foul odor. 
The diagnosis ol bronchiectasis can be 
established by several 
special 
examina­ 
tions, including the taking of an X-ray 
film and the use of an instrument for look­ 
ing into the lungs called a bronchoscope.

ability to work, ana it 
can 
produce 
get out aompl leat ions and av en death. 


It is better to prevent than to treat. 
Since it can come from so many differ­ 
ent causes, a person who has a long-con­ 
tinued cough, regardless of what he or she 
thinks 16 producing it, ought to try to get 
at the bottom of the trouble early and stop 
the difficulty before bronchiectasis 
can 
have a chance to develop. 
The medical treatment of fully develop­ 
ed bronchiectasis has not been highly suc­ 
cessful, at least until recently. Now, how­ 
ever, there have been some reports on the 
use of penicillin—usually given by the in­ 
haling method—which seem promising. 


SURGERY SAVES MANY 
Penicillin is not a cure-all 
for 
bron­ 
chiectasis, and it is still 
uncertain 
how 
many will benefit from such treatments. 
The other method of treatment which is 
satisfactory for many of those with bron­ 
chiectasis, even when the condition is ad­ 
vanced. is surgery.

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Coyne Trial Opens 
In Circuit Court Today 


Four state witnesses 
testified | 
this morning in the opening of the 
Circuit Court case against John C. 
Coyne Jr. of Escanaba for failure 
to stop at the scene of an accident 
and render assistance. 
The witnesses were called to the 
stand by Prosecutor Clyde McGon- 
agle to support the state’s charge 
that in the early morning of July 
27, 1952 Coyne “wilfully and know­ 
ingly” neglected to stop his car at 
the scene of the accident and that 
Coyne “ had knowledge that his 
vehicle caused injury and death” 
to Thomas Cannon, youthful Glad­ 
stone athlete. 
Cannon, together 
with 
Donald 
Tinder, another Gladstone youth, 
was killed instantaneously on US-2. 
41 near Masonville 
while 
hitch­ 
hiking a ride into Gladstone. 
12 State Witnesses 
Counsel for the defense is Atty. 
Michael O’Hara of Menominee. 
The prosecuting 
attorney told 
the jury in his opening statement 
that he intends to call to the stand 
12 witnesses on behalf of the peo­ 
ple. 
The first to testify this 
mor­ 
ning was Duane Switzer, 18, 
of 
Gladstone, one of Cannon’s com­ 
panions on the fatal night. In di­ 
rect examination he related the 
night’s events which led 
up 
to 
Cannon’s presence on the highway 
at Masonville. 
Four 
boys—Cannon, 
Tinder, 
Bovin and himself—he said, stop­ 
ped for a snack at 
the 
Wagon 
Wheel lunch counter near Mason­ 
ville after Timler’s car “threw a 
rod” near there and stopped oper­ 
ating. Canon and Timler left the 
lunch room “about 30 seconds” be-

The transfer to

will be the largest movement of 
inmates in the prison’s history- 
even larger than the one in 1930 
when a fire killed 320. The move­ 
ment will give Warden Ralph W. 
Alvis a place to put 
“ hard core” 
prisoners while broken cell locks 
are repaired.

Cabinet Cleanup Sure 


Domestically, Eisenhower’s vic­ 
tory ending the era of the New 
Deal and the “ Fair Deal” means 
a clean sweep of the Truman Cab­ 
inet and many other high officials. 
But actual immediate shifts in 
government personnel may be lim­ 
ited to only about 2.000 jobs which, 
are open to presidential change. 
Hundreds of thousands of govern­ 
ment employes are under civil 
service and—barring some change 
in law by Congress—will continue 
to hold their present or compar­ 
able jobs. 
There is only conjecture about 
Eisenhower’s cabinet. The Presi­ 
dent-elect is surrounded by a num­ 
ber of men he might want to enlist 
in high federal office. 


Job For Dewey?

E. Dewey of

York; 
Gov. 
Sherman Adams of New Hamp­ 
shire;

Whatever role Taft chooses to 
assume in the Senate, his cam­ 
paign activities in behalf of Eisen­ 
hower make it as certain as any­ 
thing in politics that he will be the 
real leader of the Republican wing 
in that body. 
Ohioan Has Prestige 


Although Lodge — who may not 
return—and some others have tried 
to depose Taft in the past, they 
now may find themselves in a 
position where they will be forced 
to work with the Ohio senator be­ 
cause of the boost Taft gave Eisen­ 
hower in the campaign. 
As the vice president-elect, Nixon 
will be replaced in the Senate by 
an appointee of Republican Gov. 
Earl Warren of California. 
The re-election of McCarthy is 
likely to bring a new’ surge in the 
hunt for the Communists and Red 
sympathizers t h a t Eisenhower 
promised to clean out of govern­ 
ment. However, Eisenhower made 
it 
clear 
in 
the 
campaign 
he 
doesn’t subscribe to all of McCar­ 
thy’s methods. 
For the Democrats, defeat ap­ 
parently means a realignment of 
the party, with new faces and new 
leaders. 
Defeat On Record 
The party will have two titular 
leaders in President Truman, who 
stepped 
aside 
voluntarily, 
and 
Stevenson, whose original reluc­ 
tance to run against Eisenhower 
resolved into a fighting fervor for 
the Democratic party as the cam­ 
paign wore on. 
Whether Stevenson will try again 
in 1956 — or ever — remains to be 
seen. He controls the party ma­ 
chinery through his hand-picked 
N ational 
Committee 
Chairman, 
Stephen 
Mitchell. 
Mitchell 
said 
Stevenson had become “a leader 
of national stature and we will 
hear more from him.” 
But the Illinois governor’s stra­ 
tegists have only defeat on their

— The 14 NATO nations 
have set out on an ambitious pro­ 
gram of standardizing their medi­ 
cal equipment and training. 
Looking toward the possibility oi 
another world war. their aim is 
to 
make 
the 
military 
medical 
supplies of each nation alike. Thus. 
a British stretcher would fit in 
an American ambulance and 
a 
Turkish needle 
would 
fit on 
• 
French syringe. They don’t now. 
The same tiling would be done 
in training techniques. The Danish 
elbow lift method of resuscitation, 
for example, would be taught all 
military medical officers, nurses 
and corpsmen of all 14 countries. It 
is rated as the best method to­ 
day and has been widely adopted 
in the United States. 
No target has been set for com­ 
plete standardization. In fact, Cap!. 
Cecil Coggins of the U. S. Navy 
said in an interview that it would 
be a gradual process taking two 
to three years. 
The important thing is that Hie 
military medical chiefs of ll of 
the 14 nations already have agreed. 
in principle, on the plan.
